DX conditions: have been quite good, according to reports, especially on North-South 
paths. Dangerfield, Pa. says, "CX have appeared good the past week, and had LA and TA 
high spots, such as Lifs on a freq. block from 690-735 on 4/4, Spanish TA's on 4&/6, 
and a slight Central European opening on 4/7 around 2300. Caroline-1187 still blasts 
in nightly here." Silvera, in Jamaica, continues his hot run of Deep South Americans, 
"DX about the same ~ Deep SA still very good though only a few new hrd. MM 4/3 was 
especially good and all Deep S.A.'s logged so far were hrd. LR6- 290 TAG, and 
reportable u/SCN - also CXZ20+730 taped. for report." 


Unusual daytime reception is reported this week by Schatz, who pees eecne signals 
from HJAd-760 and PJB-800 around noon in Florida. He ie asks, "Could you please. explain 
this real freak reception? S9 over a ra distance of 1500 miles in the tropics seems 
ungodly! Note the cammon location of HJAJ and T.W.R.: it may mean something. All else 
normal.at the time.'' Well, Ron, we'll toss out a. few ideas, but we really can't say 
anything definite about as isolated and singular a. reception as that which you have 
described. This is one of those cases where the vast bedy of ionospheric research 
literature isn't particularly helpful. Most ionospheric research, either by design or 
because of experimental diffieulties, provides a description of the average or'typical 
condition of the ionosphere. Very rare and unusual ionospheric structures and con~ 
figurations are usually “averaged out'' during the reduction of the research data, or 
are intentionally ignored because of their "nonrepresentative" nature. But DX recept- 
ions are, almost by definition, the result of atypical conditions = and very little 
insight about the mechanisms of rare or uncommon receptions can be gleaned from 
descriptions of the “normal, average, standard, smoothed-and-averaged"-ionosphere. 
The "layers" (a very misleading and unfortunate piece of terminology) which are 
responsible for, the return of skywave signals back to earth, are present throughout 
the daylight hours, and are of course responsible for daytime SW reception, But, under 
normal conditions, the presence of these potential MW skywave returns is masked by the 
very great absorption of lower structures (the so called G, D, and E layers). A 
double traverse of thesé highly absorbing layers (once going up, once coming back 
down) is usually enough to totally eliminate the skywave retiun. But it is well 
established that these absorbing regions are not static and homogeneous, but are very 
complexly structured and in a state of almost continuous change, even at high noon, 
It would: seem that. there must exist rare mechanisms which can, for’a short time and 
in a relatively small area, reduce the level of ionization (ahd thus absorption}, and 
thus “uncloud the mirror" a bit. In a crude sense, this might be viewed as a sort of 
negative sporadic E phenomenone We-can see small but significant quantities of. sky~- 
wave return for many stations here in the day-time, and also noted considerable 

sky-wave fading and distortion of Colombian and Venezuelan statioris (in the 500-700 
mile range) received at noon when we DXted from the Virgin Islands. We've had many 
noon-time skywave receptions from Chicago (842 miles) and even one from WOAI: (1600 
plus miles) and wefre certain that Dkters in quleter locations have made considerably 
better noon-time catches. In view of the totally unclear nature of the mechanism(s) 
responsible for this long distance day-time reception, I don't think there's really — 
any reason to be so surprised when it occurs in the lower latitudes. It's quite un- » 
common everywhere, and - who knows? + careful, systemmatic' study might even show it 
to be. more common in the tropics. (Ed)
